H. P. Chadwick, who es­ 
caped the kidnapers yesterday. 
Meanwhile, Mlshe Shertok, head 
of the political departm ent of the 
Jewish agency, appealed for the im ­ 
m ediate release of the kidnaped 


ducted by a Jewish underground 
organization during disorders which 
have cost 25 lives in the turbulent 
Holy Land in the past week. 
Shertok said the abduction of the 
officers was "lunacy.”

From Thoreau® Journal I came 
across this line: "It costs so much 
to publish, would It not be better 
for the author to put his manu­ 
scripts in a safe?” Well. It Is fortu­ 
nate that most of the manuscripts 
of Thoreau were published! But 
they sold in very limited quantities. 
His "Week on the Merrimac" only 
sold a few hundred copies, and 
nearly a thousand of them had to 
rest in his own library for a long 
time. Today, however, each one of 
those first editions, printed In 1849, 
are rare treasures to the lover of 
Thoreau. And the statem ent about 
the manuscript was made in 1865! 
I hardly think, however, that there 
was any paper shortage then. The 
shortage was in appreciative book 
buyers. 
In all the history of every nation, 
and the individual as well, there 
have been times in the past when 
tilings looked most dark, but the 
law of nature, and of life, Is that 
of change, but along the same 
pattern. Darkness and dawn are 
duplicated in the experiences of 
nations and individuals, so that we 
' mast be reminded th at we must 
keep faith alive, for th at alone 
guides us on. 
We are apt to think that our 
present times are more difficult 
than those that, have passed. But 
they are not. They only call for re­ 
enforcements,’ gauged to means of 
the present, to solve them as a 
problem. 
Homan nature never changes. We 
merely shuffle our ideas and con­ 
duct to fit the hour and the day. 
We are driven to study the Ideas 
and actions of those long gone, that 
we may fit their formula to our 
needs and emergencies.

that he couldn't get away from those 
thongs we have around his wrists 
and just sat Utero crying like lie's 
been tlolng ever since. 
Asked About Kids 
"Once he asked us about the half- 
breed kids with them. I told him we 
left them in the woods where some 
Indians probably would take care 
of them. Usually breeds are foxy 
enough to look out for themselves 
but he said nothing and has said 
nothing yet. Just sits there crying. 
"Seems Uke he would have more 1 
sense, but I guess after he gets!
